tive Tucker, of Virginia, the author Snd 
champiou of tho resolution for a con- 
stitutional amendment to elect United 
States senators by direct vote ot the 
pi-ople, which pawed the house on Sal- 
unlay, is Banguino Hint the senate will 
also pass tbe resolution and the neces- 
sary three-fourths of tho states will give 
their ascent necessary to make 
it 


ellective. 


"There will be no difficulty in get- 


ting the ousont of the atalw." taid Mr. 
Tucker, "as there is no limit within 
which time the states are to give 
their assent. When, therefore, congress 
submits thecoDBtilutionat amendment 
to the eta teg and ten of them approve 
it and one obj-et, the ten affirmative 
votes count in it* favor but tlio one 
negntive does not count against. That 
is tho ntnte which Jios voted in the neg- 
ative may try again the next year. 
Thus only affirmative vote* ore record- 
ed ot tho state department and then, 
after n Heries of yean, if the alllrmattve 
volea reach three fourths of all tho 
gtatw Ihe constitution Is .-intended. 


"At present, with forty -four votes, we 


should noed tho assent of thirty-two. 
Thoaflirmativeof twenty-four is a*»ur- 
ed in advance, M those state legislatures 
lave formally revolved in favor of the 
change up lo two years ago, nnd tlireu 


gon, 
Indiana, Illinois, Now York, 


Michigan, Kanuo, Idaho. W«t Vir- 
ginia, Louisiana and Ohio are among 
hoslat«cnlrendy committed. 


In tlm meantime while the states aro 


giving thin aMont tho amendment is 
practically in force, as many stains are 
nominating llieir senators at ilalo con- 
•entions, lllinoii lUrted tlio move- 
ment Michigan him recently followed 
nnd the practice will soon become uni- 
versal. Senators Palmer and Mitchell 
ro particularly interfiled in the mean 
ure in the senate, anil 1 linvo no doubt 
of its p*ssngc nt thin teuton or in the
